2. QTE THE USG FLATLY AND CATEGORICALLY DENIES THAT ANY 
AMERICAN FORCES ARE PREPARING TO ATTACK, INVADE OR ENTER 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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UGANDA. PRES. AMIN'S INFORMATION IS TOTALLY WITHOUT 
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FOUNDATION. SUCH ACCUSATIONS DO, HOWEVER, CONTINUE TO 
CAUSE CONCERN ABOUT THE WELFARE OF AMERICAN CITIZENS 
CURRENTLY RESIDING IN UGANDA. WE THEREFORE ARE OBLIGED 
TO REITERATE THAT WE EXPECT THE GOU TO FULLY RESPECT THE 
DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY OF US EMBASSY PERSONNEL AND TO ACCORD 
PROTECTION TO ALL OTHER AMERICAN CITIZENS IN THE COUNTRY.
